During the whistle-stop cross­ 


ing of Ohio and in a major speech 
he prepared for delivery here, 
Republican Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er declared that "the inflation we 
suffer is not an accident; it is a 
policy" of the administration. 
Just as they d isagree on in­ 
flation's causes, so were the two 
candidates far apart in their idea 
of what to do about it. 
Both called for a clampdown on 
federal spending and acknowledge 


ed a substantial part of the slash 
must come in military spending. 
Stevenson offered a four-point 
program 
for combatting infla­ 
tion: 
1. A tighter rein on government 
spending. 
2. 
A pay-as-we-go tax pattern, 
adding: "I don’t like taxes. I 
shall do everything I can to re- 
duce them, but I will make no 
promises I cannot keep." 


3. Federal curbs on "excessive 
private borrowing." 
4. A tightening of wage 
and 
price controls until Congress has 
time to re-examine the present 
setup. "This will mean, if it has 
to come, tighter wage controls as 
well as price controls."

Cleveland and in the speech he 
scrapped here to deal with the 
controversy over Sen. Richard

said: 
"With one hand the adminis­ 
tration has been turning up the 
water pressure at the hydrant, 
while on the othjer hand it has 
been trying to check the w ater’s 
flow. The adm inistration’s con­ 
trols over prices are nothing but 
weak stop-gaps." 
The Republican standard-bear­ 
er's answer to inflation was to cut 


taxes and expenditures and stop 
government agencies, such as the 
Treasury and Federal Reserve 
Board, from working at what he 
described as cross-purposes 
on 
credit controls. 
Stevenson hit back at a Repub­ 
lican claim—that inflation is in 
part a result of waste and mis­ 
management 
in 
government— 
with a homely analogy. " It’s like 
a husband coming into the kitch- 


en, seeing one potato peeling that 
is too thick, and exploding that 
now he knows why you can’t 
nuke ends meet." And the gov­ 
ernor aided, "I am for the gov­ 
ernment’s peeling its potatoes 
with a sharp knife and a miserly 
eye.” 
"This is 
a m easure of the 
achievement of an administra­ 
tion which loudly claims: Millions 
will vote for us because they nev­ 


er had It so good,” Ik« said 
scornfully.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 24—UP—Gen. 
Dwight D. 
Eisenhower has dra­ 
matically summoned Sen. Richard 
M. Nixon for a face-to-face confer­ 
ence almost certain to insure Nix­ 
o n 's retention on the Republican 
ticket. 
The meeting of the two GOP 
candidates awaits the working 
out of details by their two staffs. 
The GOP presidential nominee 
said he is “ not going to be swayed 
by my idea of what will get the 
most votes” or by "w-hat may ap­ 
pear to he adm inistrative conven­ 
ience.” He said his decision will be 
^>ased on one issue: 
"Do I, myself, believe that this 
man is the kind of man America 
would like for vice president?” 
Eisenhower told a tumultuous 
audience of 16,000 persons jam- 
packed into Cleveland's Public Hall 
Tuesday night that his vice presi­ 
dential running m ate had 
given 
"an example of courage” in a ra- 
dio-television report from Los An-

eles on Nixon’s financial affairs.

; sponse as he declared: 
"I happen to be one of those 
people who, when I get in a fight, 
would rather have a courageous 
and honest man at my side than a 
whole boxcar of pussyfootejs.”

each voter to decide can be placed 
in simple questions:

elected mayor than it would be by 


a man trained and experienced in 
city government? 
If you can honestly answer the 
above questions "yes” then you 
would be opposed to the city man­ 
ager plan.

Certain things are not covered 
by the charter, as some parts of 
local government are controlled 
by general state laws and can­ 
not be changed by the people of 
Circleville.

vinced the Soviets have not suc­ 
ceeded in creating any

new obstacles to plans for adding 
German forces to the West Eur­ 
opean defense setup. 
The treaty establishing the Euro­ 
pean Defense Community has still 
to get parliamentary action at both 
Bonn and Paris, but there is strong 
expectation here that the 
West 
German Bundestag will approve 
after sharp debate. There is if any­ 
thing somewhat less o p t i m i s m 
about French approval — not be­ 
cause of the Soviet diplomatic drive 
but because of strong French fears 
about the recreation of German 
military forces. 
The United States, British 
and 
French embassies in Moscow- Tues­ 
day delivered identical notes on 
the German issue to the Soviet for­ 
eign office.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 — u n - 
Russia’s effort to stall West Ger­ 
man rearm am ent by making prop­ 
aganda on German unity is being 
written off by American diplomats 
as a failure 
Authorities 
summarizing

results of an eight-note exchange 
between the Western powers and 
the Soviets on Germany’s future 
said Wednesday they were con- 
Tinted the Soviets have not suc­ 
ceeded in creating any 
serious 
new obstacles to plans for adding 
German forces to the West Eur­ 
opean defense setup. 
The treaty establishing the Euro­ 
pean Defense Community has still 
to get parliamentary action at both 
Bonn and Paris, but there is strong 
expectation 
here 
that 
the

G erm an 
Bundestag will approve 
after sharp debate. There is if any­ 
thing somewhat less o p t i m i s m 
about French approval — not be­ 
cause of the Soviet diplomatic drive 
but because of strong French fears 
about the recreation 
of 
German 
military forces. 
The United States, British 
and 
French embassies in Moscow Tues­ 
day delivered identical 
notes 
on 
the German issue to the Soviet for­ 
eign office.

THE EXCHANGE 
was 
started 
by the Kremlin March IO and in 
the intervening six 
months there 
have been a total of four note ex­ 
changes. The initial Soviet proposal 
was that the Big Four governments 
should meet and talk about draft­ 
ing a German peace treaty and the 
unification of East and West Ger­ 
many. The most recent note from 
Moscow was along substantially the 
sam e lines. 
The 
Western 
position, 
in 
the 
identical notes which London, P a r­ 
is and Washington have sent in re ­ 
ply, has similarly been basically 
the same. 
The Western Powers assert that 
if Germany is to be unified now 
it must he under an 
all-German 
government which must be chosen 
in free elections. 
Therefore the initial step is to 
determine that conditions for free 
elections exist. This is the opposite 
of the Russian line.

ONE OF THE MOST SIGNIFICANT fail­ 
ures of the United Nations has been 
its 
lack of success in locating an estimated 
2 million persons who disappeared behind 
Russia’s iron curtain during the last war 
and since hostilities ended. Repatriation of 
these unfortunates was one of the principal 
tasks on the UN agenda. 
Now, after years of effort, it is to be 
abandoned. Mostly Germans and Japan­ 
ese, these victims of Communism have dis­ 
appeared so completely they may h a v e 
been liquidated or worked to death in pris­ 
on camps. 
The Germ ans have heard from 90,000 
captured soldiers but do not have the slight­ 
est idea where they may be, so carefully 
have the Russians hidden the facts. Russia 
has never taken part in any international 
conferences on the matter. 
Nothing further is needed to prove the in­ 
humanity of Russia and its indifference to 
human life. It is almost inconceivable that 
in these modern times a major nation could 
violate its international obligations so fla­ 
grantly with impunity. 
What is more serious is the implication 
that Russia is more powerful than all other 
nations combined in the determination of 
questions which must be answered if the 
world is to attain lasting peace. 


LAFF-A-DAY 


MISTAKEN IDENTITY 
IT WAS INEVITABLE THAT the coun­ 
try which produced the big lie should claim 
the biggest liar. But there is undoubtedly a 
case of mistaken identity in the announce­ 
ment in Komsomol p ravda, the Commu­ 
nist youth organization’s paper in Moscow, 
that a hitherto unknown individual living 
in Rostov is deserving of the dubious honor. 
Likewise there is clearly a mistaken di­ 
agnosis in ascribing the m a n ’s capacity for 
deceit to the fact that his parents never 
had taught him it was wrong to prevari­ 
cate. 
None of the falstifieations credited to this 
new hero of the Soviet Union appears in 
any degree to measure up to the national 
standard. There are men in Moscow who 
have frequently put out single lies that pale 
the whole sum of the Rostov m a n ’s life­ 
time achievement. 
All he did was to lie himself into three 
marriages and into several jobs and into a 
teachers college. His parents should be 
com m ended on the faut that he exercised 
such moderation under the example set for 
him by the men in Moscow. 


I get it in my fan mail but it is particu- 
latlv noticeable in question time after lec­ 
tures and speeches—a satisfaction with ig­ 
norance, even a pleasure, a delight with an 
avoidance of knowledge and facts and a 
repetition of improvable prejudices. 
In the realm of public questions, I often 
find that our people are ignorant of our 
form of government. The Presidential cam ­ 
paign, each four years, is ballyhooed into 
such a circus as Mussolini would have en­ 
joyed had he not feared defeat. The result 
is that far too many of our people believe 
that we have a Presidential form of gov­ 
ernment when actually the Constitution re­ 
duces the authority of the President a n d 
elevates the power of Congress. Mr. Tru­ 
man has made that mistake since he was 
elected to his second term and it took a 
Supreme Court decision to put him in his 
place. 
Similarly, far too many of our people are 
ignorant of the history of our country and 
the traditions of our people. They fail to 
grasp that the essence ef our civilization is 
the liberty of the individual human being, 
as a gift from God, as clearly defined in 
the Declaration of Independence. 
The abolition of poverty may be a vir­ 
tuous ideal but its accomplishment must 
not, in our tradition, involve the abolition 
of liberty. When human beings become de­ 
pendent upon the political power of the 
state for their livelihood, the independence 
of person, the dignity of person, must dis­ 
appear. It is the identification of economic 
survival with police power that destroys 
the right of the individual to liberty. 
This spectacle we have now witnessed in 
some 15 or 16 countries. The abolition of 
poverty is the ideal of Marxism but the 
Communists have reinstituted slavery as 
a human institution. Whereas in our civili­ 
zation, the concept has been that for every 
man there must be equality of opportunity 
to achieve what his own abilities, applica­ 
tion, fortitude and labor will produce, in 
the Marxian concept of a governmentally 
planned society, every person must be re­ 
duced to the position of a mechanical crea­ 
ture subject to the necessities of those who 
control the state. 
Hard times, such as our recent depres­ 
sion which lasted from 1929 to 1941, will 
produce alterations in the thinking of a 
people, but the danger is that generations 
will arise who are completely cut loose 
I from the traditions of a civilization. The 
shocking condition in our land is that the 
older people, those who knew America be­ 
fore Roosevelt, should have forgotten what 
they once believed, that freedom for the in­ 
dividual, political and economic, built this 
great society. The private ownership of 
property and the recognition of superior ac­ 
complishments by individuals is the es­ 
sence of a free society. 
In the 1930’s, every country developed a 
Stalinesque type, but each was different. 
Men’s minds turned from the Natural Law 
to the Golden Calf. When the law prevails, 
men are governed by absolutes, by the re­ 
straints that are imposed by a morality re­ 
vealed by God to man. Even among peo­ 
ples who are outside the Judaic-Christian- 
Moslem civilizations, these m o r a l re­ 
straints appear in myriad forms but al­ 
ways based upon the sam e concept, name-

The discovery of anesthesia 
early in the 19th Century was one 
of the greatest steps forward in 
the history of medicine, making 
possible the great advances of 
m odern surgery. The more we im­ 
prove anesthesia, however, the 
more we learn about its possible 
dangers. The anesthetist, w hether 
a physician or a trained nurse, 
spends m any years learning how 
to foresee these dangers and safe­ 
guard the patient. 
May Irritate Stom ach 
One of the most serious com­ 
plications from a general anes­ 
thetic is due to the fact th a t it 
may irritate the stom ach and 
cause vomiting. When this occurs, 
food can come up while the p a­ 
tient is unconscious, and acci­ 
dentally pass into the lungs. The

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LOST MILLIONS 
ONE OF THE MOST SIGNIFICANT fail­ 
ures of the United Nations has been 
its 
lack of success in locating an estimated 
2 million persons who disappeared behind 
Russia’s iron curtain during the last war 
and since hostilities ended. Repatriation of 
these unfortunates was one of the principal 
tasks on the UN agenda. 
Now’, after years of effort, it is to be 
abandoned. Mostly G erm ans and Jap a n ­ 
ese. these victims of Communism have dis­ 
appeared so completely they may h a v e 
been liquidated or worked to death in pris­ 
on camps. 
The Germans have heard from 90,000 
captured soldiers but do not have the slight­ 
est idea where they may be, so carefully 
have the Russians hidden the facts. Russia 
has never taken part in any international 
conferences on the matter. 
Nothing further is needed to prove the in­ 
humanity of Russia and its indifference to 
human life. It is almost inconceivable that 
in these modern times a major nation could 
violate its international obligations so fla­ 
grantly with impunity. 
What is more serious is the implication 
that Russia is more powerful than all other 
nations combined in the determination of 
questions which must be answered if the 
world is to attain lasting peace. 


MISTAKEN IDENTITY 
IT WAS INEVITABLE THAT the coun­ 
try which produced the big lie should claim 
the biggest liar. But there is undoubtedly a 
case of mistaken identity in the announce­ 
m ent in Komsomol p ravda. the Commu­ 
nist youth organization's paper in Moscow, 
that a hitherto unknown individual living j 
in Rostov is deserving of the dubious honor. 
Likewise there is clearly a mistaken di­ 
agnosis in ascribing the m a n ’s capacity for 
deceit to the fact that his parents never 
had taught him it was wrong to prevari­ 
cate. 
None of the falstifications credited to this 
new hero of the Soviet Union appears in 
any degree to measure up to the national 
standard. There are men in Moscow w’ho ! 
have frequently put out single lies that pale 
the whole sum of the Rostov m a n ’s life­ 
time achievement. 
All he did was to lie himself into three 
m arriages and into several jobs and into a 
teachers college. His parents should he 
commended on the faut that he exercised 
such moderation under the example set for 
him by the men in Moscow. 


I get it in my fan mail but it is particu­ 
larly noticeable in question time after lec­ 
tures and speeches—a satisfaction with ig­ 
norance, even a pleasure, a delight with an 
avoidance of knowdedge and facts and a 
repetition of unprovable prejudices. 
In the realm of public questions, I often 
find that our people are ignorant of our 
form of government. The Presidential c a m ­ 
paign, each four years, is ballyhooed into 
such a circus as Mussolini would have en­ 
joyed had he not feared defeat. The result 
is that far too many of our people believe 
that we have a Presidential form of gov­ 
ernment when actually the Constitution re­ 
duces the authority of the President a n d 
elevates the power of Congress. Mr. Tru­ 
man has made that mistake since he was 
elected to his second term and it took a 
Supreme Court decision to put him in his 
place. 


Similarly, far too many of our people are 
ignorant of the history of our country and 
the traditions of our people. They fail to 
grasp that the essence af our civilization is 
the liberty of the individual human being, 
as a gift from God, as clearly defined in 
the Declaration of Independence. 


The abolition of poverty m ay be a vir­ 
tuous ideal but its accomplishment must 
not, in our tradition, involve the abolition 
of liberty. When human beings become de­ 
pendent upon the political powder of the 
state for their livelihood, the independence 
of person, the dignity of person, must dis­ 
appear. It is the identification of economic 
survival with police pow’er that destroys 
the right of the individual to liberty. 


This spectacle wfe have now witnessed in 
some 15 or 16 countries. The abolition of 
poverty is the ideal of Marxism but the 
Communists have reinstituted slavery as 
a human institution. Whereas in our civili­ 
zation, the concept has been that for every 
man there must be equality of opportunity 
to achieve what his own abilities, applica­ 
tion, fortitude and labor will produce, in 
the Marxian concept of a governm ental^ 
planned society, every person must be re­ 
duced to the position of a mechanical crea­ 
ture subject to the necessities of those who 
control the state. 
Hard times, such as our recent depres­ 
sion which lasted from 1929 to 1941, will 
produce alterations in the thinking of a 
people, but the danger is that generations 
will arise w’ho are completely cut loose 
from the traditions of a civilization. The 
shocking condition in our land is that the 
older people, those who knew America be­ 
fore Roosevelt, should have forgotten what 
they once believed, that freedom for the in­ 
dividual, political and economic, built this 
great society. The private ownership of 
property and the recognition of superior ac­ 
complishments by individuals is the es­ 
sence of a free society. 
In the 1930’s, every country developed a 
Stalinesque type, but each was different. 
Men’s minds turned from the Natural Law 
to the Golden Calf. When the law prevails, 
men are governed by absolutes, by the re­ 
straints that are imposed by a morality re­ 
vealed by God to man. Even among peo­ 
ples who are outside the Judaic-Christian- 
Moslem civilizations, these m o r a l re­ 
straints appear in myriad forms but al­ 
ways based upon the sam e concept, name-

DIET AND HEALTH 
Anesthetist's Role In Surgery 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE skillful, qualified ane*- 
thetist of today plays a crucial 
part in any operation. Often he 
is a specially trained physician, 
whose knowledge and skill equal 
th a t of the surgeon. 
The discovery of anesthesia 
early in the 19th Century was one 
of the greatest steps forward In 
the history of medicine, m aking 
possible the great advances of 
modern surgery The more we im ­ 
prove anesthesia, however, the 
more we learn about its possible 
dangers. The anesthetist, w hether 
a physician or a trained nurse, 
spends many years learning how 
to foresee these dangers and safe­ 
guard the patient. 
May Irritate Stomach 
One o^ the most serious com­ 
plication! from a general anes­ 
thetic is due to the fact th a t it 
may irritate the stom ach and 
cause vomiting When this occurs, 
food can come up while the p a­ 
tient is unconscious, and acci­ 
dentally pass into the lungs. The 
person has no control of his re­ 
flexes, being under the influence 
of anesthesia, and cannot pre­ 
vent this as he norm ally would. 
This 
complication, 
known 
as 
aspiration, 
can 
cause 
serious 
pneum onia or lung abscess. 
It has recently been shown 
th a t there may be vomiting th a t 
is not normally detected when a 
person Is anesthetised. One who 
is deeply a n e sth e tiz e may si­ 
lently aspirate or vomit stomach 
contents into the lungs. The ex­ 
perienced anesthetist takes care­ 
ful steps to prevent this type of 
complication. He usually makes 


sure th at a person who is to have 
a general anesthesia has not 
taken any food within five hours 
before his operation. 


Following Accidents 
After accidents, It is common 
for people to keep food in the 
stomach for a longer time than 
is normal, so special attention 
m ust be paid in giving anesthet­ 
ics after accidents. 
Newer methods of anesthesia 
are also Im portant parts of the 
a n e sth e tist's tra in in g . Som e­ 
times, when a patient may have 
recently eaten, it is wiser to do an 
operation under local anesthesia, 
or spinal anesthesia, instead of 
the older methods of gas or ether. 
G reater concern about vomit­ 
ing and other dangers during 
an operation has avoided many 
complications and lung infec­ 
tions following surgery.

B. R.: I have a heart m urm ur. 
Is this serious, and will it affect 
my having children?

Answer: There are numerous 
causes of heart m urm ur. A per­ 
son may be born with a heart 
murmur or may develop it after 
an attack of rheum atic fever. 
W hether or not a heart m ur­ 
mur is serious depends upon its 
type and cause, and the severity 
with which it impedes the normal 
functioning of the heart. It might 
be well for you to consult your 
physician, who is best able to de­ 
termine the extent of your dis­ 
ability due to the m urm ur, and 
any effect it m ight have on your 
ability to b*ar children.
